New Deal Cafe, Co-op Nursery School and Kinder- 
garten, and Greenbelt Adult Care Center downstairs opened earlier. 
Exhibit of paintings and sculptures by Lenore Thomas, who created 
original friezes on building; art and pottery classes for adults and chil- 
dren; new office for News Review; space for senior activities and hot 
lunches; dance and athletic programs; artists’ studios; space for 
Greenbelt Museum — all hum with activity. Project cost city $5.4 
million but at end of year predicted revenues for use had been ex- 
ceeded.

Overcrowded Schools 


Students and teachers cope with full or overflowing schools—par- 
ticularly Eleanor Roosevelt High School and Springhill Lake Elemen- 
tary. ERHS grounds are cluttered with 20 portable classrooms, allow- 
ing over 3,000 students at school designed for 2,400. Overcrowding 
at high school unlikely to be resolved until completion of new 
Ardmore High School around the turn of the century. At Springhill 
Lake Elementary, overcrowding forces the addition of two more tem- 
porary classrooms, bringing total to 10 as 810 students squeeze into 
facility built for 500. Other schools attended by Greenbelt youth— 
Magnolia and Greenbelt Elementaries and Greenbelt Middle School 
are near or over Capacity, but not faced with the severe overcrowd- 
ing experienced at other two schools. 


Cherrywood Lane Striped for Bikes 

Advisory Planning Board and Bicycle Task Force endorse 
Greenbelt Bicycle Coalition’s proposal for bicycle lanes on 
Cherrywood Lane. County highway officials, property owners along 
Cherrywood Lane including District Court Judge Alexander Williams, 
Jr. and Metro officials, and others express Teservations and opposition. 
Council orders restriping on July 29 to narrow roadway to single traf- 
fic lane plus a bicycle lane in either direction, and add median strip 
between Breezewood Drive and Edmonston Road. Parking is to be 
eliminated except on side adjacent to Springhill Lake apartments. 
Instead of unaffordable landscaped median strip, council chooses 
painting and bollards. Pedestrian landings to be provided at bus stops. 
In late fall County restripes bridge to provide single lanes either way 
in center and keep all traffic off sides due to unexplained cracks de- 
veloping in bridge structure. In December, city has county crew in- 
stall long stripes for median and bicycle lanes on Cherrywood as 
council instructed, shifting traffic lanes closer to bridge’s sides, Cross- 
hatching and other detailed markings to be done if break in weather 
Or next spring. 


Springhill Lake Fire 

Fire damages apartment building in Springhill Lake, displacing all 
residents and requiring major interior reconstruction.

Fifty Years Ago 


Holidays Celebrated in Greenbelt

Although there was no Festi- 
val of Lights 50 years ago, the 
Greenbelt Cooperator gave recog- 
nition to the “feast of Lights” in 
a December 13 editorial about 
Hanukkah.

The center of the front page of 
the December 20 paper promi- 
nently displayed a Christmas 
Message by the pastor of Com- 
munity Church, the Reverend 
Eric T. Braund. He reminded 
Greenbelters that while the term 
Christmas conjured up wreaths of 
holly, sprigs of mistletoe, parties, 
packages, and Santa Claus, the 
basic fact was that the holiday 
commemorates the birth of the 
baby Jesus. “Christmas ought to 
remind us that divinity is atten- 
dant at the birth of all children,” 
he said. “Wise men, ‘Magi,’ ev- 
erywhere, will bow in awe before 
the miracle of life newly made.”

Selective Service 
Joins Cyberspace 


For the first time ever, 
young men can initiate a regis- 
tration with Selective Service 
using a computerized on-line 
service. In addition to provid- 
ing a wealth of information to 
the public through its Internet 
home page (http://www.sss.gov), 
Selective Service has teamed 
with CompuServe to allow 
young men to initiate a regis- 
tration on-line. The agency’s 
joint venture is with 
CompuServe’s “All Things 
Military.” A young man with 
computer access to CompuServe 
simply utilizes GO MILITARY 
and requests a registration form. 
Once the information is entered 
on-line, the information is for- 
warded to Selective Service for 
processing. Within 30 days, the 
new registrant receives a per- 
sonalized registration card in 
the mail. After checking the 
information on the card, signing 
and dating it, the young man 
mails it back. 

Young men must register 
within 30 days of turning 18 in 
accordance with Federal law. 
More than 35 million men have 
registered since 1980, however 
none have been drafted. The 
last draft ended in 1973. By 
having the names and addresses 
of men ages 18 through 25 on 
file in the Selective Service 
System database, America re- 
mains ready to face any threat 
in the future.
